calculating and column spacing 
without an effort on your part. It 
works on your 24668 and large 
printer, and if you can find that 
program to rotate printing ?@ 
degrees it will work on a 2649 
printer. 


The theory of wind chill is simply 
that when a wind blows it removes 
body heat faster than when there is 
no wind. Some years ago the National 
Weather Service developed formulas 
to calculate the same temperature 
that a person would "feel" when a 
wind blows. For example, a dry bulb 
or normal thermometer reading of 5 
degrees F. would feel Like about 

-14 F. with a 1@ MFH wind. Now, I 
may not agree with this but this has 
been determined to be about right 
for many people. Remember that wind 
chill applies to us humans and that 
a chunk of concrete will never be 
less that dry bulb temperature. 


The formulas used by this program 
converts wind velocity in MFH to 
meters/second, converts F. readings 
to C. values, and calculates heat 
loss to kg cal/m*2@/Hr. How nice that 
it does it for us! 


There are some unique program steps 
involved in obtaining a nice tabular 
print-out and without a Lot of TABs 
and FRINT ATs and column spacing 
calculating. Because of this a 
descripton of what most lines do is 
included. Let it be known most of it 
is not of my programming. See 
another article in this issue about 
PRINT USING. 


This program is fitted to my AXIOM 


printer but changes are simple to

The TS 1009, 1560, and 2048 
computers do not support this 
function but many forms of BASIC do. 
I have had no experience with this 
function but have noticed its use in 
some programs so decided it 
warranted investigating. 


There appears to be more than one 
form of FRINT USING. The simplest 
establishes the form for printing 
numbers, right justified. The 
program contains a line such as 14 
A$="HHH#HH" where FRINT USING is 
invoked with a Line like 100 LFRINT 
PRINT USING A$, T. This will print 
the number assigned to T. If T is 3 
digits long then @ spaces areé 
printed in front of the 3 digits. A 
number Larger than that assigned to 
A$ will not be controlled. 


Some forms of PRINT USING will 
properly place a decimal point as 
defined by A$, or add a $ sign in 
front of all numbers as 1@ A$=581.7 
and 199 LFRINT FRINT USING SHHHH WHE. 
This will display $581.70. 


Using Sinclair methods we can 
develop a subroutine that will 
simulate some of these forms of 
FRINT USING. For the simplest use to 
right justify a series of numbers we 
can set it up this way:
